them, a nd only by a ctua lly putting 
through a voy a ge of IhLs na ture, a 
voy a ge longer tha n a ny ever before 
uiideiia keii by a s la rge a fleet of a ry 
na tion, ca n we find out just e.xa ctly 
wha t is necessa ry for us to know' a s 
to our na va l nm*ds a mi pra ctice our 
officei’s a nd enlisted men in the high­ 
est duties of their profession. 
Among 
a ll oYir citizens there is no bod^ of 
equa l size to whom we owe quite a s 
much a s (o the officers a nd enlisted 
men of the a rmy a nd na vy of the 
United Sta les, a nd I bespea k from 
y ou the fullest a nd hea rtiest supjiort, 
in the na pie of our na tion a nd of our 
fla g, for the services to which these 
men belong. 
In conclusion T wish to sa y a w’ord 
to this body , conta ining a .s it does so 
ma ny business men, upon 
wha t is 
preeminently a Imsiness proposition, 
a nd tha t is the jiroper na tiona l sii- 
pervisiou a nd control of corpora tions. 
At the m eeting of the America n Ba r 
a ssocia tion in this la st August, J udge 
Cha rles P. Amidon, of North Da kota , 
roa d a pa per on the na tion a nd the 
conslitution so a dmira ble tha t it is 
deserving of very wide 
study ;

sa id, government ptirely ' 
out of a la w libra ry ca n never be 
rea lly good government. 
Constitution to Remain as It Is- 
Now tha t the qu,estions of govern­ 
ment a re becoming so la rgely eco­ 
nomic, the ma jority of our so-ca lled 
constitutiona l ca ses rea lly turn not 
upon the interpreta tion of the instru­ 
ment itself, bu^ upon the const ruc­ 
tion. the right a pprehension of the 
living conditions to which it is to be 
a pplied. 
The constitution is now’ ond 
must rema in wha t it a lwa y s ha s ncfn; 
but it ca n only be interpreted a s the 


interests of the whole people dema nd, 
if interpreted a s a living orga nism, 
designed to m eet tlie conditions of 
life a nd not of dea th; in other woids. 
if interpreted a s Ma rsha ll interpreted 
it. a .s Wilson decla red it should be 
interpreted. 
The 
Ma r.sha ll 
theory , 
the theory of life a nd not of deotli, 
a llows to the na tion, tha t is to ilie 
people a s a whole, wlien once it finds 
a subject within the na tiona l cogni­ 
za nce, tlio widest a nd freest choice of 
nndhods for na tiona l control, a nd sus­ 
ta ins every exercise of na tiona l {low­ 
er whicli ha s a ny rea sona ble rela tion 
to na tiona l objects.

tion— tha t we. the ninety miUions of

« Insirhil life, a nd tha t they , will ha ve

disa slrons fm- (liem a .s for u.s. If tlie 
theory of the .Ma rsha ll school 
pre­

teloiied, wdiich will he a dequ.a te for 
dea ling with ma ny , if not a ll, of the 
economic problems which 
vex 
us;

Interstate Commerce Control.

But this gra nt of power is 
worthless unless it is held to confer

ra ilroa ds. 
The 
ra ilroa ds 
them selves 
ha ve 
been exceedingly 
shortsighted in the ra ncorous bitter­ 
ness wiiich they ha ve shown a ga inst 
the resumption hy the na tion of this 
long-neglected power. 
Grea t ca iiita l- 
isis, who pride them selves upon their 
extreme conserva tism, ofieu believe 
they a re a cting in Hie interests of 
prorrty w'hen following a course so 
shortsighted a s to he rea lly in a s­ 
sa ult 
upon 
property . 
Tiiey 
ha ve 
shown extreme nnw’isdom 
in 
Hieir 
violent opposition to the a .ssnmption 
of conuplete coiiirol 
over 
the 
ra il- 
loa ds hy the federa l government. Tlie 
America n people will not ti)lera te the 
ha ppy -go-lncky sy stem of no control 
over the grea t intersta te ra ilroa ds, 
with

it.

N atio n Ah ead o f S tate. 
The 
na tiona l 
convention 
w’hich 
fra med the constitution, a mi in which 
a lmost a ll the most eminent of the 
lii’st genera tion of America n sta tes­ 
men sa t, eniliodied the theory of the 
instninient in a resolution, to the ef­ 
fect 
tha t 
the na tiona l government 
should ha ve power in ca ses where 
Hie sepa ra te sla tes were incompetent 
to a ct with full efficiency , a nd where 
the ha rmony of the 
Ihiited 
Sta tes 
would he interrupted hy the exercise 
of such individua l legisla tion. 
The 
intersta te ra ilroa d situa tion is exa ct­ 
ly a ca se in point. 
There will, of 
cour.siY, be loca l 
ma tters 
a ffecting

fuiuks of a real estate comuany, in

hoUier, swelling his and its funds for 
ilu'ir own purposes. 
“ He checked upon the funds as his 
own or later as the company’s. He 
nev er had the trust assets so ear- 
markedor set apart that they could 
hav e b een distinguished 
from 
his 
own personality or that b elonging to 
his clients in the real estate b usi­ 
ness. Nor did he keep a separate set 
of l)Ooks for this trust. This w'ashis 
method, or, rather, lack of method.” 
1’he referee says tiiat from the out­ 
set Dyer used the property of the 
estate for his own purposes, giv ing 
to .Mrs. Muschany only a part of the 
annual income. The attention of the 
court Is directed to 
Dyer’s original 
answ'er in the suit for accounting in 
W'hich he claimed 
that 
the estate 
ow'ed him $8,000, and to his amended 
I answer admitting that he owed the

The value of corn 
fodder 
when 
properly cared for can hardly be over­ 
estimated. 
In my several years of ex­ 
perience in feeding stock 1 have not 
found anything that equals it as an 
all purpose feed. 
A great deal of 
complaint has been heard to the ef­ 
fect that it is difficult to persuade 
stock to eat corn fodder, hut I be­ 
lieve that if we could go to the feed 
lots of the people who make thes<* 
complaints we could find that the fod­ 
der they were giving to their stock 
was half decayed and scattered here 
and there through the mud and ma­ 
nure; perhaps there may be a few 
hogs 
running 
through it, trampling 
it into the mud before 
the 
cattle 
reach it. 
From observation, contin­ 
ues the writer in Farm Life, I would 
say that almost three-fourths of the 
farmers feed their fodder in just this 
way. 
The cost of farm labor has necessi­ 
tated greater care in the saving of 
feed and getting it to the stock in 
such a condition as to obtain 
the 
greatest benefits from it, so it is well 
worth considering this, matter. 
As to the fodder itself, it is evi­ 
dent that the best can be produced 
from our earliest corn. 
It can then 
be cut before there is any danger of 
frost, for frost bitten fodder is utterly 
worthless. 
There seems to be a great differ­ 
ence of opinion as to just when corn 
should be cut for fodder. 
I prefer it 
a little green to being overripe. 
I 
put it in small stacks to cure, and 
when well cured, husk the corn 
and 
bind the fodder into 
large 
bundles, 
which can be 
easily 
handled 
and 
stored away to be used as wanted.

Arrange the fodder so that it can 
be handled economically during

winter. The coarse should be fed wltli 
fine to keep up a balance of the ra­ 
tion. 
It takes much patience to teach a 
horse seven or eight years old to do 
new kinds of work. 
But let patience 
have heAperfect work; the horse is 
not so much to blame after all. 
Provide some succulent foods 
for 
the winter. 
St>ore the roots safely 
to preserve them for winter use.—

Keeping Sheep in Pasture. 


In keeping our sheep in pasture, 
we use woven wire fencing. Our sheep 
have always been easily controlled, 
never having learned to be unruly. A 
woven wire fence with wires close to­ 
gether, with wire 30 inches 
high and 
with one barbed wire on top and six 
inches above top wire, with posts 30 
feet apart, makes a good fence. 
If 
other stock besides sheep run in the 
pasture have another barbed wire on 
top. 
Never have slack wires. 
Have 
the end posts anchored soundly and 
have the wires drawn tight. 
Flocks 
differ greatly in regard to fences. 
If 
the farmer never has poor fences he 
w ill find hie sheep the easiest stock 
to control on the farm.

Taft and Thom­ 
as .T. O’Brien, the new American am­ 
bassador to .Tapan, and Mrs. O Bri3n, 
who are early risers, met the visilcis 
from the shore in the main salon of 
the YTinnesota at 7:50 o’clocK wuile 
the United States cruiser Chattanoo­ 
ga, anchore'd in the bay, saluted oec- 
retary Taft’s flag as secretary of 
war, which was hoisted at the fore.

greeted on every side by the .Japan­ 
ese, with whom he is excetlingiy pop­ 
ular.

Not a few people are puzzled by the 
behavior of cucumber vines in the 
gardens and complain that although 
the vines are blossoming full, little or 
no fruit sets. 
A number of in(iuiries 
of this iwture have already been re­ 
ceived at the Colorado Agricultural 
college experiment sta,tion this year. 
The reason for this, writes \V. Pad­ 
dock, is as follows: 
There are two 
kinds of blossoms upon the encum­ 
ber vines, as well as upon a number 
of other plants of similar nature. The 
first blossom to set, and by far the 
most numerous throughout the life of 
the plant, are what are known as 
male flowers. 
These are imperfect 
in their makeup, for the reason that 
they lark the pistil, or that part from 
which the fruit and seed are formed, 
hut it bears an abundance of pollen 
which is necessary to the develop­ 
ment of the pistil of the pistillate 
flowers. 
The 
other, or 
pistillate 
flowers, 
sometimes called the female blossoms, 
are produced later in the scuson and 
are also imp^^rfecd, for the reason that 
they 
usually lack stamens, but are 
provided with a pistil. 
The pistillate 
flowers can readily be told, bi'cause 
there is a miniature cumimber ai its 
base, ovf'u before the l)ud ha.s opened. 
Now, in order to jiroduce fruit, it 
is necessary for pollen from the stami- 
nate. blossoms to he Transfened to the 
pistil of the other class of flowers. 
When grown In tlie grf*en house, the 
•work of polliaaTioii mu.si he done by 
hand, hilt out of doors, there are al­ 
ways insect visitors euouglp to per­ 
form this importan^ work. 
Iii lact, 
this is one of nature s piovisioiis by 
which cross fertilization of plants is 
effected. 
Insects of many and \arious 
kinds visit from blossom to 
blossom, 
and as they go to the stamiuiue flow­ 
ers their bodies become dusted with 
the pollen; 
then as they chance to 
visit a pistillate flow’er, some of the 
pollen is hound to be left upon the 
receiitive surface of the pistil. This 
in j)lanis is known as pollinalion. 
The pollen grains have the power 
of germination much like a grain of 
corn. 
JTie end of the pistil is moist 
so that the grains soon terminate and 
the 
germ 
tube 
finds 
its 
way 
down through the pistil to the imma­ 
ture seed which it enters and gives 
np a portion of its protoplasm. This 
process is known as fertilization. 
As a rule it may be stated that no 
fruit of any kind 
can be produced 
without this process of pollination 
and fertilization. 
Fertilization incites 
the immature seeds into growTh, and 
this, of 
course, 
causes 
the 
parts 
which aurroimd them, as in the case 
of cucumbers, to grow, and the result 
is w'hat we recognize as the matured 
fruit, which in this case is not strictly 
correct. 
Certain conditions which are not 
well understood seem to keep the 
paint producing staininate blossoms 
at the expense of early fruit produc 
tion. But in a general way. w^e cannot 
materiallly hasten the formation of 
pistillate blossoms. 
We should see to 
it, therefore, that the plants are keiit 
in a vigorous growing condition by 
planting them, first of all. in good 
garden soil, and seeing that they are 
supplied with an abundance of moist­ 
ure at all times.

he knew poverty ; he earned his own 
livelihood; and by his own ex ertions 
he finally rose to the position of a 
man of moderate means. 
Not merely was 
he

personal 
touch with farmer and town dweller, 
with capitalist and wag eworker, but 
he 
felt 
an intimate understanding 
with each; and his consistent effort 
was to try to judge all by the same 
standard and to treat all with the 
same justice. 
Arrog ance toward the 
weak, and envious hatred of those 
well off, were equally abhorrent to 
his just and g entle soul. 
Surely this attitude of his should 
be the attitude of all our people to­ 
day . 
It would be a cruel disaster to 
this country to permit ourselves to 
adopt an attitude of hatred and envy 
toward success worthily won, toward 
wealth honestly acquired.

the republics of this western hemi­ 
sphere to the south of us.

unrest and confusion.

W ithout ex ception the republics of 
the former class are those in which 
honest industry has been assured of 
reward and protection; those .where 
a cordial welcome has been ex tended 
to the kind of enterprise which bene­ 
fits the whole country , while incident­ 
ally , as is right and proper, g iving 
substantial 
rewards to those who man­ 
ifest it. On the other hand, the poor 
and backward republics in which the 
lot o fthe averag e citizen is least de­ 
sirable, and the lot of the laboring 
man worst of all, are precisely those 
republics in which industry has been 
killed 
because 
wealth 
ex posed its 
owner to spoilation. 
To these communities foreign capi­ 
tal now rarely comes, because it has 
been found that as soon as capital is 
employ ed so as to g ive substantial 
remuneration 
to 
those supply ing it, 
it ex cites ignorant envy and hostility , 
which result in such oppressive ac­ 
tion, within or without the law, as 
sooner or later to work a virtual con 
liscation. 
Every 
manifestation 
of 
feeling of this kind in our civilization 
should be crushed at the outset by 
the weig ht of 
a 
sensible 
public 
opinion. 
From the standpoint of 
our 
m a­ 
terial 
prosperity there is only one 
oilier thing as important as the dis­ 
courag ement of a spirit of envy and 
hostility toward honest business men, 
toward honest men of means; this is 
the discourag ement of dishonest busi­ 
ness men, the war upon the chicanery 
and wrong doing which are peculiarly 
repuisive, peculiarly obnox ious, when 
ex hibited by men who have no ex ­ 
cuse of want, of poverty , of ig norance 
for their crimes. 
Ex is ts in Sa fe ty Unde r the La w. 
Men of means, and above all men 
cf great wealth, can ex ist in safety 
under the peaceful protection of the 
state, only in orderly societies, where 
liberty m anifests itself through and 
under the law. 
it is these men who. 
more than others, should, in the in­ 
terests of the class to which they be­ 
long, in the interests of their chil­ 
dren 
and 
th d r "children’s children.

ty of the interior.

cround the interior in such a manner 
as to appear half buried in the sides 
of the building.

of the mausaleum 
stands 
a 
heroic 
bronze figure of President McKinley , 
representing him in the attitude us­ 
ually assumed 
when 
speaking —his 
left hand holding 
a 
roll of manu 
script and the right hand in the trou­ 
sers pocket. Behind the ¡figure is a 
bronze 
chair. 
encircled 
with 
a 
wreath, and draped with the flag of 
the United States. The bronze figure, 
which is nine feet high, stands on a 
pedestal eig hteen feet from the base 
to the feet of the figure. 
Twenty -six acres 
of 
ground were 
purchased by 
the 
monument 
com­ 
mission, and the utmost art of the 
-landscape gjardfenelr lias been lavished 
upon the grounds. 
Natural streams 
flow’ past the base of the mound, and 
trees and flower beds have been ar 
ranged with an ey e to the g reatest 
artistic beauty . 
From the entrance to the grounds 
on the south to the foot of the mound 
is 59 0 feet, and along this distance a 
double driveway 
175 feet in width 
has been constructed. 
Between the 
two sides of the driveway is a lagoon 
which is constantly filled with fresh 
water. 
Long rows of trees flank the 
lagoon and the driveway s. 
The mausaleum and grounds have 
been built and arranged at a cost o§ 
$500,000, and it is the intention of 
the commission 
to 
raise an endow­ 
ment fund of $150,000, which will pre­ 
clude the charging 
of any fee for 
admission.
